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slaughter  animals  for  the  sale  of  meat. 
The  second  requires  all  livestock  deal- 
ers and  handlers  to  obtain  permits  to 
buy  and  sell  livestock. 

One  of  the  regulations  adopted  un- 
der these  orders  requires  each  whole- 
sale cut  of  meat  to  be  stamped  with 
a  slaughter  number.  This  should  be 
clearly  visible  on  all  meat  in  butchers' 
coolers  and  showcases. 

There  are,  however,  some  people  who 
put  profits  above  patriotism.  Their 
attitude  often  is.  "Laws  were  made  to 
be  broken."  Penalties  do  no  I  deter 
Lhem.   These  arc  the  black  marketeers. 

Butter  oilers  another  example  of 
how  the  black  marki-t  operates.  About 
one  fifth  of  all  butter  is  ma  do  on  farms; 
four  fifths  in  creameries.  A  consider- 
able portion  of  farm-churned  butter  is 
sold  to  town  customers  or  traded  to 
stores  for  groceries. 

Farmers  selling  butler  to  regular 
customers  often  do  not  think  about 
taking  ration  stamps  for  their  butter. 
To  neglect  such,  however,  is  to  violate 
rationing  regulations.  Such  customers 
then  have  more  red  [joints  for  meat. 
They  add  a  further  dram  on  available 
supplies,  upset  estimates,  leave  less 
meat  either  for  fellow  citizens,  or  pos- 
sibly for  our  military  forces  and  Al- 
lies as  well. 

To  enable  farmers  to  remit  stamps 
conveniently,  county  war  boards  sup- 
ply them  with  a  short  form  for  their 
use. 

Whether  butter,  meat,  lard,  or  other 
rationed  products  are  bought  in  stores 
or  direct  from  the  producer,  the  con- 
sumer should  surrender  and  the  seller 
should  collect  ration  points  as  pre- 
scribed. 

The  black  market  does  not  confine 
its  operations  solely  to  rationed  com 
modities  such  as  meat  and  butter.  Un 
rationed  products  for  which  price  ceil 
ings   have  been  fixed  also   are   poten- 
tial  black   market   commodities,    espe- 
cially   when    the    product     is    scarce. 
Nearly   everyone  wall   recall   the  black 
market    in  potatoes  a  lew    months  ago, 
for    instance. 

With  potatoes  seasonably  scarce, 
those  which  did  arrive  in  some  com 
munities  were  held  lor  higher  prices 
than  retailers  could  pay  and  still  sell 
at  or  under  the  ceiling.  Some  grocers 
paid  the  price,  sold  potatoes  at  the  10- 
cents-per-pound  ceiling,  but  only  in 
combination  with  some  slow-moving 
commodity.  In  other  cases,  truckers 
sold  directly  to  individual  and  insti- 
tutional consumers  at  almost  double 
ceiling  prices. 

When  you  discover  the  ravages  of 

the  black  market  at  first  hand,  face  to 

face,  you  are  stopped  short.  The  other

The  American  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  oj  Chicago,  is  exhibiting  jor  the 
first  time  the  latest  work  oj  an  inter  nationally -known  artist,  a  portrait  of  Lincoln,  by 
Tino  Costa,  in  its  display  window.  Costa  is  a  Frenchman  living  in  Hollyivood  and  is 
way  up  in  the  front  ranks  of  leading  portrait  painters  of  the  world.  He  lias  painted 
the  Kings  of  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Greece,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  Sir  Basil  Zaharojf, 
ex-President  Hoover,  General  MacArthur,  Marshall  Foch  and  scores  of  others  of  the 
world's  great.  Before  he  ever  lifted  a  brush  on  the  Lincoln  portrait  he  had  done 
enough  research  work  to  furnish  the  material  for  a  book  rather  tlian  a  picture.  It  took 
three  years,  working  intermittently,  to  finish  the  canvas;  and  the  last  strokes  were  put 
on  in  Springfield  where  Costa  felt  he  could  absorb  the  true  atmosphere  of  Lincoln. 
After  a  pre-view,  the  portrait  was  hung  in  the  American  National's  display  window 
where  proper  lighting  effects  were  arranged.  Robert  Lindquist,  the  bank's  advertising 
and  public  relations  officer,  said  that  few  displays  have  attracted  more  attention.
